' I have uncovered myself by telling you my 


whole life's history. You know everything about 
me. Things which would send me to prison for 
many years were they only known to the right 
authorities. I have told you of the only man on 
earth I ever loved, also of my baiby. But I have 
found out that it is not meant for me to ever be 
happy on this earth. 


You have already told me that you think that 


the only place for me is the lockup where I can be 


watched day and night. Now I am tired of living 
this life and somehow I feel that I shaH never find 
happiness as It was to me to have my babe in my 
arms, to think of her as my own flesh and blood 
and to always feel that some day she would have 
more advantages than I had to make a lady out 
of herself. 


Then, too, came Ray. The only man I ever 


cared for, Why! J simply worship him but to 
think he is taken away from me is more than 
I can stand. God only knows what will become 
of him after I am gone for I know he loves ine just 
as dearly as I love him, for his mother told me so. 
I am asking you to please send him word of this 
as I do" not feel able to.

cally as she rode in the car. 


She bared her romance with a

man, whom she

"Ray" and whose name is known to 
authorities in a letter addressed to 
a prominent social worker to whom 
she has related the entire history of 
her life. 


She told of a baby child she has 


born and who is said to be now in 
an institution in tho South. 


In her purse was found a note 


scribbled on the bade of an enve- 
lope which read: 


"I am sorry to d0 this, but it is 


the only way."

fifty girls at work making hair 
nets for a month. At Anping- a 
village fifty miles south of Paoting, 
hair is ono of the features of mar- 
ket day, which is held in the city 
temple every five 'days.

ISCONSIN occupies a proud 
place in the family of progres- 
sive states.

neer state in progressive legislation. 
While divided counsel has occasionally 
obscured the issue and unfaithful lead- 
ers have sometimes betrayed the peo- 
ple, Wisconsin still ranks among her 
sisters as a leading progressive state 
of the Union. The structure of pro- 
gressive legislation, erected with long 
years of arduous and thoroughgoing 
research and labor, still stands. 
It 


rests upon a sound public judgment 
created during succeeding campaigns 
which reached every section and chal- 
lenged the attention of every voter of 
the State to the issues involved in 
those campaigns. So strong and true 
has the progressive sentiment of Wis- 
consin been since these campaigns 
that even the reactionary officials who 
have from time to time found their 
way into places of power in the State, 
have not dared openly to attack the 
great body of progressive legislation, 
though seeking covertly to undermine 
and discredit its operation. 


I congratulated the people of this • 


commonwealth upon the fact that two 
years ago they elected John J. Elaine 
Governor of this state. 


Borrt on a farm and reared to man- 


hood in the circumstances of the average 
citizen of Wisconsin, John J. Elaine1 has 
in his official acts as Governor exhibited 
the same sympathy and understanding 
towards the needs and interests of the 
mass of the people as he demonstrated 
in his faithful service in the State Leg- 
islature and as Attorney General of the 
State. 


Equipped by experience and knowl- 


edge and ability and temperament to 
carry forward the banner of progress to 
new achievements, Governor Elaine has 
fulfilled that -promise in the face of a 
hostile legislature and in a time of un- 
rest and industrial depression.

justly their government, both in the 
State and in the nation. 


The enemy that we fought did not ap- 


pear before us armed or uniformed in 
the trappings of war. Their manners 
were of the best; their 'speech was 
plausible; they were ultra-respectable in 
appearance; indeed, they claimed to be 
the best and most substantial citizens in 
the State. Their mission, as they main- 
tained, was to save the State from the 
agitators and dangerous radicals whose 
hairbrained 
Socialistic schemes, 
they 


said, would blight and ruin industry and 
destroy our most cherished institutions. 
They were .frankly for the old order, and 
they fought for it openly with the po- 
litical weapons of that time. .They were 
none the less enemies of popular .gov- 
ernment and industrial justice, and it 
was absolutely necessary to the progress 
and the wellbeing of the State that they 
should be overthrown and their power 
broken. 
I believe that many of them 


recognize the truth of what I am now 
saying and are glad that the progres- 
sive movement in this State was success- 
ful and the body of progressive legisla- 
tion was enacted which followed our com- 
plete victory in 1902. 


I recognize in the opposition today the 


same forces of reaction, the same repre- 
sentatives of special interests that I have 
come to know so well. They are a little 
camouflaged, a little disguised; but the 
disguise should deceive no one.

Do you remember the mission for Protestants 


conducted at St. Raphael's church by members 
of the Paulist congregation, many of whom are

The mission at St. Raphael's was held about 


£5 years ago, for two weeks. Each evening an 
instructive lecture was delivered and questions 
answered.

Because of limited seating capacity, Catholics 
were permitted to attend only when accompa- 
nied by a neighbor not of their faith. Those 
who came alone were asked by a missionary 
stationed in-the vestibule, "Are you a Catholic?"
